GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - 
PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 
Feeling very privileged to be a part-time reporter 
on Past Times, I endeavour, wherever possible, to 
marry the past and present or vice versa. Reading 
of Albert Humphries’ retirement in last month’s 
DN sent me flying to the gilded pages of the old 
magazines in search of news about the Fire 
Service between 1879 and 1930. The old adage, 
“no news is good news’, makes me think that the 
Parish must have been well-guarded by its early 
fire crews and engines. In 1886 the charge for 
calling out the Fire Engine was £1 and work to be 
' done was charged at 10 shillings an hour. By 1890 
the call-out rate had risen to 2 guineas and, no 
_ doubt, has kept on going up ever since ! The only 
exception to ‘no news’ is the following item in 
November 1925: 
“Castle House Fire. It is not easy to write 
coherently about the horrible disaster that has 
befallen Mr and Mrs Long. To say that they have 
the sympathy of the whole parish, and of all their 
many friends outside, is but an inadequate 
expression of the thoughts in the minds of all. The 
feeling of comparative helplessness oppressed 
even the most willing helpers — and there were 
many - and even now the actual horror is over, 
there is still the sense of powerlessness to do 
anything of real use. We can but be thankful there 
was no loss of life and hope that ere long we may 
be better equipped as a parish for fighting fire.” 
Mr Humphries, after his many years in the Fire 
Service, will have faced the sorrow and misery 
described above many times. Thanks to him and 
his brilliant fire crew, we know that in 2001 “the 
powerlessness to do anything of real use” need no 
longer be an issue, provided we take heed of the 
sensible fire prevention advice they advocate.

GARDENING NOTES 


What to say about the flower garden in winter? Mine still has a tsb nd 43 nb 
summery look with Busy Lizzies flowering and some colour from the 

pink Viburnum and Fuchsias. The garden also looks greener than usual for the time of 
year but the leaves are down. | don't compost them, they take too long for an average 
size garden so we bag them up and get rid of them. Some of the shrubs have decided 
to call it a day and we have pruned the climbing roses and tied them back. We made a 
thorough job of it this year. Every now and then they need to be taken right down and 
reshaped. The Buddleia (A. Buddle, Botanist, I8thC) can be cut back, though | am in 
two minds about saving its life. Granted, it has nice deep purple flower spikes and is 
very undemanding, but | don’t like the thing. For most of the year it look feeble, the 
foliage is pale and unexciting, its shape is nothing much. {f it wasn't quite so obliging | 
would have got rid of it long ago. So why keep it? Mainly because it thrives in an 
awkward, sunless, dry corner and | can't think of anything that would do well there 
instead. On the other hand our Japanese Mahonia is super at the moment. It has lots of 
sweet-smelling blossom and is a real joy. | am sure that Paul's drastic pruning did the 
trick with that. 

My two purchases from a Herb Nursery have died. One was a pretty variegated Sage 
with at least three colours in it but evidently no sticking power, the other a nice-looking 
little Rosemary. The latter is a bit tricky to settle, | should have known. 

| was going to say something about Christmas decoration from the garden, but as 
expected the birds have stripped off the Holly berries. So we can now, with an easy 
conscience, leave the Holly out in the garden where it belongs and looks best. It might 
be a nice change to buy a bunch of white Chrysanths to make an arrangement with 
some branches of Viburnum (the pink scented winter one) or Periwinkle for a table 
centre. The Eleaegnus and Pittosporum are also there for the picking. 1! don't see why 
the Christmas colours always have to be red or green. MARIANNE ELSLEY
